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THE BASIS OF CONTRACTS 

A commentator, who seems to fear the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court at Washington 
heralds the final dissolution of everything, 
suggests that holders of Government gold bonds 
may go into court and plead they have “lost 
purchasing power” by the abrogation of the 
gold clause in money-contracts. 

President Roosevelt no doubt hopes they 
will do precisely that. Should it be done, the 
whole argument for gold payment will be 
shifted to new ground. The claim thus ad- 
vanced will be that gold is not really what 
the contract-holder expected or wanted, or 
wants, but “purchasing power”; that the con- 
sideration actually desired by the holder was 
and is not yellow metal but real wealth 

And of course a contract-holder who re- 
ceives in devalued dollars—or reduced interest 
rates—as much buying power as the contract 
calls for could have no claim that he was being 
unjustly treated. If holders of money-con- 
tracts want to complete the demolition of the 
pretence that gold, and not real wealth, is the 
thing they sought in making the contracts, they 
can choose no more certain way to that end 
than to go into court and plead loss of buying 
power as a ground for consideration. 

The speciacle of bond-holders so pleading 
in the United States would influence the inter- 
pretation of money-contracts in Canada also 
and in other countries. And nothing could help 
more effectively to a clearance of the debt- 
Ceadlock in Canada than recognition that actual 
present day buying power is the basis on which 
debt claims should be settled. 


S.0.S. CALL GOES OUT 

The Government of Alberta is proposing to 
bring Major Douglas back across the Atlantic, 
to tell it how to make Alberta prosperous in the 
midst of an unprosperous Dominion; an oasis* 
of happiness and hope in the desert of national 
distress.

NO SUBSTITUTE FOR MARKETS 

Premier Reid expresses disagreement 
those who think markets are more important 
than marketing schemes. Ordinarily the ques- 
tion would be academic. 

Just now it is given a practical bearing by 
the attempt that is being made to compensate 
the Canadian farmer for the loss of markets 
abroad by presenting him with elaborate mar- 
keting schemes for controlling the supply and 

setting the price for his products to the con 
sumers at home. 

The importance of anything is measured by 
the consequences of doing without it. Judged 
by that final standard, there isn't much doubt 
whether markets or marketing schemes are 
more important to the Alberta farmer. He has 
known times of prosperity when he had mar- 
kets but no marketing schemes. He has suffered 
adversity when he had marketing schemes 
galore but no markets. 

Given all the marketing schemes ever de- 
vised, the Alberta farmer could not support his 
family if he could not sell his products. And 
when his products are more than the home 
market can consume, he cannot be saved from

bankruptcy by any fanciful devices for holding 
out on the home consumer in the matter of 
supply or price 

The notion that the Canadian farmer can 
be made prosperous, despite the loss of markets 
for his surplus products, by economising in the 
marketing of that part of his produce which is 


consumed at home, or by artificial prices taken 
from the home consumer, is one grand fallacy. 
If the farmer wants to join his contempor- 


aries in a marketing scheme, that is his busi- 
ness. But he also needs markets abroad for 
the surplus products which the home consumer 
can't buy; and will be hard up until he gets 
them. For the reason that the consumer can't 
get the money to pay high prices while his 
own surplus products also go unsold 


PARLIAMENT. FACES A POSER 

Senator Hughes of Prince Edward Island 
has presented the Senate with another oppor- 
tunity to distinguish itself. 

He suggests that in the event of another war, 
wealth as well as should be conscripted, 
and that all men should be conscripted and 
put under whether for service at the 
front or behind the front. He would allow 
nobody to draw any higher income than the 
man in the trenches. Also he proposes that 
no money be borrowed or debts incurred for 
war purposes, the cost being paid out of taxa- 
tion and capital levies, so that at the end of 
the war the national debt would be no larger 
than at the beginning 

Gentlemen who acquired millions plundering 
their beloved country in its last time of stress, 
and put their pickings into tax-free war-bonds 
on which they are still drawing interest, will 
not approve that program. Neither will 
acquisitive patriots who hope to do the same 
thing if another war comes along. Nor those 
in all ranks of life who hope to make smaller 
but substantial gains should the nation be again 
plunged into agony. 

But the rank and file of Canadians, who 
have to do the fighting and pay interest on 
borrowed war funds, will be for it. If there 
has to be another war we should ail be in it, 
and on the same footing—rations and nothing 
more. 

It takes some confidence in human nature 
to imagine the Senate will endorse this resolu- 
tion. But if it does, the House of Commons 
will be put “on the spot.” With a general elec- 
tion hanging over them, the members of the 
elective chamber would have to do some fast 
thinking. But, to do them justice, they would 
likely decide to approve the plan and write

The Passing Show

A week ago, this column published some 
lurid dunning letters sent by a tombstone maker 
in the city to a war-widow, upbraiding her for 
not paying a balance of $85 on a stone erected 
over her husband's grave. The poor woman 
is unable to pay off the sum because she has 
only a $20 a month widow's 
pension to support herself 
and three children. 

A kincly reader at Bru- 
derheim, Alma Kittlitz, had 
her sympathies aroused by 
the plight of this war-widow 
exposed to such harrowing 
letters and has sent a dona- 
tion of $2 on behalf of her 
family. She suggests that a 

, fund be opened to pay off the 
J. S. Cowper debt and relieve the poor 
woman from the anguish that these letters must 
cause. 

I'm sending the money order to the woman, 
and will forward any other sums that may 
come in, I rather shrink from making an ap- 
peal for funds to benefit the tombstone maker, 
though he is a victim too, He had to pay for 
the stone and the labor. It all goes further 
back than the urge of the widow to have a 
memorial for the husband she has lost, or the 
urge of the tombstone maker to sell his wares 
and collect the cash. 

Behind it all is the cursed system that won't 
allow the public to use its own credit, that 
hands the money and credit privilege over to 
private profiteers who treat it as a commodity 
to be made scarce and dear, instead of a utility 
to enable the production-distribution cycle to 
work. This poor woman and the tombstone 
maker are both victims of a money system that 
enables producers and consumers to be held up 
by a little group of money lords, 

Is there a more ghastly illustration needed 
of the folly and wickedness of our present 
monetary system than this—that a man who 
fought for his country and suffered war wounds 
dies penniless; that his widow isn’t able to pay 
for a simple stone to put cver his head though 
Canada is underlaid with stone from coast to 
coast and masons stand idly by with tools un- 
used; that though she is engaged in the valuable 
work of bringing up children for the state, she 
ean't pay the masons because movey has to be 
kept scarce and dear to create a market for 
credit-mongers, and avenues of safe invest- 
ment must be made for men of the war-profit- 
eer class, whose tax-exempt securities will 
shortly come on the market for re-investment. 

If only people could visualize the folly of it 
they'd rush the whole monetary system into 
the sea. 

If any other readers feel the same kindly 
impulse of the Kittlitz family of Bruderheim 
toward this Canadian war-widow, I'll sce that 
the money is safely delivered. 


Another reader disputes the explanation 
given in this column a few days ago of how the 
town of Edson got its name. He says the name 
was changed from Heatherwood to Edson in 
honor of Edson J. Chamberlain, first president 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific. 

I'd heard that explanation before, but was 
told by an Edson resident that the name was 
selected after a competition in which a prize 
was offered for the best name, and that the lady 
who took the prize with the name “Edson” had 
a desire to honor Edson Sutherland, engineer 
for the district.

It has 
an interest for men and women in other occu- 
pations. The existing scheme is a complicated 
one which requires large accumulations of 
money to be tied up. Mr. Webster's scheme is 
extremely simple and does not require large 
accumulations. It would allow a large number 
of the elder men to take their superannuation 
each year. He figures that 729 of the 70,000 
employees of the C.N.R. could take their super- 
annuation at the end of the first year, making 
places for 729 younger men. I'd like to see the 
scherne worked out on an actuarial basis to see 
if it stacks up to the claims made for it by its 
propounder. 

A hundred dollars a month for railway men 
after 65 doesn't seem so impossible after Dr. 
Townsend has demonstrated that he could pen- 
sion off every man and woman in United States 
over the age of 60—irrespective of whether 
they need it or not—at $200 a month each, by 
a 2 per cent sales tax on production.

Neuritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The term “Neuritis” means an inflammation 
of a nerve. The degree of pain felt varies with 
the amount of irritation. The nerve trunk may 
be extremely tender so that the patient cannot 
bear pressure on it. Some patients describe the 
pain as boring, darting, burning and shooting. 
Since many nerves contain 
mixed fibres, of which the 
motor fibres move the 
muscles, the sensory fibres 
bring sensation, while others 
control nutrition and blood 
supply, one can readily see 
that when a nerve is affected 
any one or all of these func- 
tions may be disturbed. For 
instance, some of the motor 
symptoms are loss of muscu- 
lar power, and if the legs are 
involved the patient may find it difficult to 
walk. The sensory symptoms are numbness 
and tingling with a sensation of ants crawling 
over the skin, which may be followed with 
severe pain which lasts through the whole 
course of the disease. 

The pain is continuous and is made more 
severe upon the slightest movement. The skin 
may become extremely sensitive to the touch 
and become so tender that even the weight of 
blankets may seem too heavy. When nutri- 
tional nerves are involved the skin may wrinkle, 
become thin, and be very shiny. Swelling un- 
der the skin may also occur. 

It should be remembered that the usual 
cause of neuritis is a toxic or poisonous sub- 
stance which has been circulating in the blood 
but becomes accumulated around the nerve, 
irritating it and causing it to become inflamed. 
The treatment should aim at removing this 
toxic cause. 

The use of alcohol to excess, or the absorp- 
tion of arsenic or lead, makes a decided pre- 
disposition to neuritis. Trembling is charac-, 
teristic of alcoholic, arsenical and lead poison- 
ing in cases of neuritis accompanied by the 
tingling and numbness. ‘ 

It sometimes happens that the cause of neu- 
ritis will be found to be purely mechanical mis- 
placement of the bones, usually in the spine. 
In these cases the symptoms often disappear 
after a few treatments from a skilled chiro- 
practor, osteopath or naturopath. 

The usual course of this disease is either an 
acute or subacute process which achieves its 
peak in a few weeks and is then stationary for 
a length of time, after which recovery slowly 
begins. The use of a fruit or orange juice fast 
greatly shortens the time of recovery after 
which one can by following the correct diet 
ward off future attacks in a very satisfactory 
way. 

As a means of providing relief from the 
pain, at least temporarily, some form of heat 
treatment may be used. In many cases, moist 
heat from a poultice or towel wrung from warm 
water, seems to secure the best results and the 
sufferer may wish to try this treatment at 
home.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1903, the busi- 
ness and shipping world was 
staggered by the news that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany had purchased the whole 
fleet of the Elder-Dempster line. 
The price was not stated at the 
time, but afterwards it was learn- 
ed that it involved the sum of 
£1,417,500, which was paid by a 
single cheque. 

This deal really marked the en- 
try of the C.P.R. into the Atlantic 
trade; up to that time it had acted 
as agents for the Beaver line, 
which was included in the Elder- 
Dempster fleet. Those in control 
ot the C.P.R. then visualized what 
actually took place a few years 
later, the acquisition of the Allan 
line also and the creation of a 
great C.P. service for the Atlantic 
tradé, but the general public had 
not their foresight and did not 
realize the significance of the big 
transaction.

Why Borrow? 


By HERBERT C. BOYD 

(The following article, publish- 
ed in The Bulletin in Apri! last, 
is reproduced at the suggestion of 
interested readers and as being 
timely in view of the early open- 
ing of the privately-owned Cen- 
tral Bank.—Editor Bulletin.) 

At present all our public finan- 
cing—whether for war opera- 
tions, the deficits on the C.N.R., 
public works, public relief etc., 
—is, so far as not covered by 
taxation, done by borrowing. In 
the Prime Minister's radio broad- 


cast recently he said that “the | 


Government only has money to 
expend as it receives it’ from 
these two sources. Now, what is 
the ultimate source of all our 
money? Under the British Law, 
in Canada as in all the British 
Dominions, the exclusive right of 
creating money is vested in the 
Crown. The Crown still exercises 
the right in our coinage and our 
Dominion notes, but it has suf- 


fered the Banks to assume the | 


power, never conferred on them 
by process of law, of issuing 
Bank credit to function as 
money. And such credit is recog- 
nized as money and is defined as 
money both by the highest bank- 
ing authorities and in the law 
books, and it forms roughly 95 
per cent of the total money in 
circulation. 

Therefore it can be asserted as 
undoubted fact, first that this 
banking practice of CREATING 
money by the issue of credit has 
no foundation in law and is un- 
constitutional; second that it is 
contrary to the well being of the 
State, because all such credit is 
interest-bearing and has led to 
the vast accumulation of Govern- 
ment debts, Dominion and Prov- 
incial; and third, that credit con- 
trol by the Banks 1s arbitrary, be- 
ing baced on no fixed principles, 
resulting at some times in infla- 
tion, as in the year of the boom 
up to 1929, when stock market 
speculation was financed by the 
banks, and at other times defla- 
tion deliberate and disastrous, as 
during the last four years, both 
of these policies, though profit- 
able to the banks, having certain- 
ly not been in the ‘nterests of the 
country. And the governments 
of the country have permitted the 
banks, tacitly though not by 
Statute, to assume this sovereign 
power of credit creation. 

It may well be asked why it 
should be necessary to BORROW, 
as the Prime Minister says, if the 
power to create all money is the 
prerogative of the Crown, a func- 
tion of Government, and why pay 
interest on it. The Government 


can create credit money in the | 


sare way as the Banks now do, 
far in excess of the monetary sup- 
plies of visible cash in the form 
of coins and notes. It is not sug- 
gested that they can do so arbit- 
rarily and without limit. There 
must be a fixed principle, and the 
only sound principle is that as 
money is a mere inedium of ex- 
change, it should correspond with 
the real wealth of the country, 
The total money in circulation at 
any time should bear a strict pro- 
portion to the total amount of 
consumable goods produced and 
for sale in the country and its 
productive capacity, and should 
grow with the development of the 
country, Hundreds of millions of 
money have been taken out of 
circulation during the last few 
years, as the result of the process 


of deflation. Mr. Cahan, Secre- 
tary of State, says to the extent of 
932 millions, being a reduction of 
about 40 per cent. Does anyone 
believe for a moment that the real 
wealth of Canada, in its lands, 
mines, forests, fisheries, or agri- 
cultural produce, has suffered 
such depreciation except so far as 
reflected in the destruction of 
purchasing power? The normal 
rate of appreciation, in excess of 
depreciation, is about four per 
cent. per annum, and the amount 
of money in circulation should 
keep pace with that. 


When a Government borrows 


| from a Bank, it makes the nation 


a debtor, pledges the national 
credit, and pays interest on the 
loan. The national credit is the 
real wealth of the nation and the 
productive capacity of the people. 
The bank creates the money for 
the purpose on excellent securi-, 
ty. It being the usual banking 
practice to issue credit to the 
extent of about ten times the 
amount of the cash reserves, it 
follows that 90 per cent. of the 
interest on the loan is charged in 
respect of, not real cash lent, but 
a mere creation, figures written 
in a ledger, costing nothing. But 
the government itself can exer- 
cise that sovereign power, with- 


| out going into debt, and without 


paying interest. ‘When the Bank 
of England was established, 240 
years ago, to lend £1,200,000 to 
William II, the Bank lent gold. 
There was a real debt. Under 
modern finance it is different. 
The Banks have not got the gold, 


but merely write the figures in iH 


a ledger, creating money in 
ursupation of the Crown's prer- 
ogative. And yet it is on that 
basis that our national debt has 
been reared, 

It is therefore absolutely ¢s- 
sential that in the Central Bank 
Act the Sovereign power of the 
issue of the national money, both 
currency ‘and credit, should be 
reserved by the State, to which 
it rightfully belongs by our con- 
stitution, and that the forces of 
liberty unite in insisting that this 


be done. To allow so vast a 
power over our money system, 
which means the purchasing 
power of the people and the life- 
blood of our trade, to pass into 
the hands of a private corpora- 
tion, as now proposed by the 
Government, is not to be thought 
of. The Central Bank should be 
a State Bank, an arm of Govern- 
ment, and further, it must be 
nationally independent and in 
no way subject to the dominance | 
of the Bank of Englahd, The 
contro! of cur money system must 
be exercised in the sole interests 
of the people 6f Canada and not 
in that of a small group of 
money kings. Thus only shall 
we regain our economic freedom.

Enough To Go Around In Britain 


- By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


“‘ Great Britain has finally faced and admitted the fact that 
re are sufficient assets in the country to feed, clothe and house 
everybody—and by law has decided that this shall be done. 


A Tory Government which came into power with an over- 
whelming majority, and with the fixed intention to reduce the 
cost of relief, has, as a result of the responsibility of power, and 
the experience of Russia, Germany and Italy, with their dictator- 
ships as examples of public opinion outrunning the forces of 
government, brought into force a law which is at once the most 
extensive and the most remedial measure ever attempted in the 


world. 


Lloyd George's laws of 1911 and 1912; his National Health 
Insurance, and Unemployment Insurance Act, and improvement 
of the Workmen's Compensation Act, were all revolutionary 


horrors to the pre-war Tories. 


The post-war Tories have adopted them, and in the interest 
of national safety and to prevent a dictator riding into power 
on a sociai program, have so greatly extended the scope of the 
Unemployment Insurance Act that every individual in Great 
Britain is sure of food, shelter and clothes. 


Through the years since Lloyd George took the first practical 
steps in the social revolution, the amounts of public moneys dis- 
bursed in insurances and reliefs have steadily increased. Strangely 
enough these expenditures have not been found burdensome to 
any of the active classes of the nation. 


The money is spent at home; the volume of retail trade is 
immensely increased and the mercantile classes are strong sup- 
porters of the most wide-spread extensions of insurance .and 


relief. 


The explanation is that all the insurance and relief laws 
amount in fact to a redistribution as between Capital and Labor 
of the profits of the nation. There is the same amount of money, 
but it is distributed in part through new channels; and the result 
has been a proof that this new distribution is good for the nation 


and for everybody in the nation. 


The reports made by the Royal Commissions of Enquiry held 
to ascertain the facts upon which the Lloyd George Acts of 1911 
and 1912 were based, did not traverse one-half the distance along 


the road of social reform. 


Their intention was only to make a 


practical start under conditions of active opposition and wide- 


spread Tory resentment. 


The Royal Commission created in 1932 went to the ultimate 


limit of recommending that by law every 


resident of Great 


Britain be put beyond the danger of actual want and destitution. 
This recommendation was adopted by the Government and there 
were not even any die-hard Tories to oppose it. 


Accordingly the new law has come into force. Every individual 
who needs relief can get it by merely proving that he or she is 
alive and in need. The ownership of a home or a small income, 
instead of being treated as a reason for dismissing a plea for 
relief, is brought into account and any necessary help made up 


out of the relief funds. 


In the widest sense of the word the truth 


is at last recognized that the living have a right to live; and that 
the safety of the nation demands the quenching of the fires of 


destitution. 


The Prime Minister of Canada by his public utterances and 
acts shows complete ignorance of all these world-moving facts. He 
has introduced a law which is a pale imitation of the now dis- 


carded British legislation of 


1911 and 1912—which has been 


widely extended as a result of actual experience. 


According to one press announcement the Prime Minister read 
a Shaftesbury book and became convinced that something ought 
to be done; but he was not convinced enough to do anything 


practical. 


The Ottawa reforms are of the skimmed milk and 


under-nourishing variety; a refusal to admit that the living have 


a right to live.

As it is understood, Mr, Ed- 
itor, that Lloyds are operating in 
some of our. other provinces, 
without disturbing influences, we 
shall be glad if you can collect 
and publish some data concern- 
ing same, for it undoubtedly 
would be of great interest to 
many of your readers.

“The most discouraging feature 
to the new settlers,” declared Mr 
Falconer, “# that they are obliged 
to find their way to settlements 
over impassable trails, after coming 
from places where there were good 
roads. 

“I contend that the government 
should consider the granting of 
money for road facilities in these 
areas and also should find means 
of these people availing themselves 
of gainful employment. 

Mr. Falconer attacked the govern- 


ment's policy in charging a $50 reg- | 


istration fee for homesteads. He 
cited the case of Saskatchewan in 
returning to the former policy of 
free homesteads and declared that 
a change of policy for Alberta's 
unalienated lands was most desir- 
able. 

He was also convinced of the vital 
necessity of the government adopt- 
ing a progressive plan for assisting 
homesteaders. He also 
that efforts should be made to keep 
the population from spearding and 
that more centralization should be 
brought about.

HINGES AND HINGING 

Many members ask about hinges 
and we can only state that GOOD 
hinges are economy in the long run. 
The British-made “Peerless” are 
good and there are others but, alas, 
there are many on the market that 
stick too much. A_ hinge to be 
“good” should be of thin, tough 
paper and have pure gum that will 
peel readily from both stamp and 
album page when dry. 

DO NOT USE TOO MUCH 
MOISTURE! That is the greatest 
fault in binging stamps. A little ex- 
perience will show one the degrees 
of moisture to use. It is sufficient 
that less than a quarter of an inch 
of the surface of the hinge be

(c) A course combining both of 
the other two with equal amounts 
of science and arts, This last course 
should be given to prospective uni- 
versity students. 

All courses should con‘ain units 
in economics, current events and | 
citizenship; economics and citizen- | 
ship could be given in the two sen- | 
ior years. (By economics is meant | 
not only the principles of buying | 
and selling but the fundamentals of |

STUDENTS SPOON FED |

T IS the usual experience of all 

new ideas and schemes to be 
the target for abuse and revilement 
by those who are opposed to change 
or progress. With this in mind, I 
Suppose it was only to be expect- 
ed that the new Youth Movement 


| would be subject to such attacks. 


The reason that I chose such a 
topic for discussion this week was 
prompted by an extract from an 
editorial in the ultra-Conservative 
“Financial Post” which stated that 


| “many of the youth movements are 


definitely dangerous; they promote 
disloyalty to the state, contempt for 
religious belief, and animus to- 
ward tradition.” 


When viewed from the standpoint 
of the principal opponents of the 
youth movement the three above 
statements can, by one means or 
another, be proved to their satis- 
faction as being essentially true. 
Firstly, the aims of the new move- 
ments do promote disloyalty to the 
state, when the state is considered 
as the vested interests. 


The aims of youth are defin- 
itely opposed to the policies of a 
state which is controlled by 
Financia! and. Big Business par- 
isites because youth demands a 
voice in the affairs of the State 
knowing that only by so doing 
can it secure just and equitable 
treatment and the opportunity to 
ensure the wel‘are of its own 
future. This aim is in direct 
conflict with the expressed 
wishes of our St. James St. state 
and is forthwith dubbed as 
treason, with the prospect I sup- 
Pose of our being brought up un- 
der Section 98, whereby we will 
one and all be declared outcasts 
and fit subjecis for jail or deport- 
ation. A dee! 4 

S I read the second charge my 

memory at once flashed back 
to an episode in Harriet Beecher 
Stowe’s “Uncle Tom's Cabin.” In 
defending the slavery of the Af- 
rican negro, a clergyman quoted 
scripture in these words, “Cursed 
bé Canaan, a servant of servants 
shall he be” and further explains 
“That it undoubtedly pleased 
Providence for some unconscion- 
able .reason to doom the race to 
bondage, ages and ages ago, and 
Wwe must not set up our opinions 
against that.” 

As the word “Canaan” is adopted 
to apply to the African negro by 
the same means it can be equally 
as well applied to youth. Youth is 
in bondage, a servant of servants it 
is. A slave to usury which is the 
servant of those tyrants for which 
the Financial Post is the mouth- 
piece. Thus do we as youth, stand 
convincted of “contempt for relig- 
ious belief”. 


We have set ourselves up in op- 
position to the Great God “Money”, 
we have dared to say that it is a 
false god, that it has no soul, no 
compassion, and that like Moloch, 
the “God of War”, it demands its 
price in human misery and suffer- 
ing. Of such matter is heresy con- 
stituted,

E last charge appeals to me as 

being more humorous than 
serious. Of course we have some 
animus toward tradition. Who 
hasn't? Worship of tradition seems 
to me very similar to ancestor wor- 
ship, when we are unable to boast 
about our own achievements we 
are compelled to boast about those 


of our ancestors. 


Tradition decrees that we should 


be working all the daylight hours 
and most of tae dark ones too; that 


we should be paid a pittance and 
killed off by starvation or disease. 

Tradition maintains that the rich 
should be absolute master of their 
servants, even so far as right over 
life and liberty. In England it still 
implies the right, the “divine” 
right of a peer by accident of birth, 
to nullify laws passed by parlia- 
ment. 

In Canada tradition grants to the 
rich man the right to wax fat at 
the expense of the poor, to tax the 
poor man’s food under the guise of 
protection. Yes, we have “animus 
toward tradition!” What was good 
enough for our fathers and grand- 
fathers is not good enough for us. 
We admire the patient toil of those 
men, we admire the courage and 
industry that enabled them to raise 
their families despite the “tradition” 
upon which wealth has built its 
castles, but we cannot and we will 
not tolerate such conditions today, 
‘I do not think that even the Fin- 
ancial Post would dare to put trad- 
ition in those words, but that i 
what they mean when they accuse 
us of “Animus toward tradition,” 

Even Mr, Bernett has been 
condemned by thip spokesman of 
the moneyed interes's. He, too, 
dared to attack the traditions of 
the pasi—for political purposes 
only—when he talked about re- 
form of capitalism. Capitalism is 
tradition, Tradition js capital. 
iam. Moncy is sacred, to offer 
any opposition to the rule of 
money is treason, heresy, end ane 
imus (toward tradition all com- 
bined, 

This is the view taken by tht 
eastern financial interests of th¢ 
attempts of young men and wor 
men to secure a betterment of tha 
conditions under which we exist. 

The sin, of course, lies in unit- 
ing our endeavors, that is why our 
movement is definitely dangerous, 
So long as we're only “a voice cry- 
ing in the wilderness” there was 
nothing to fear, but they know that 
unity is strength, and strength 
means danger to the structure that 
they have so carefully erected and 
so strenuously maintained,
